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A HIGHLY-PLACED source in 
Jerusalem, thoroughly conver- 
sant with Washington realities, 
remarked this week that It is the 
fear of a new of] embargo, rather 
than fear of a Superpower con- 
frontation, that impels President 
Ford to pursue an Taracl-Kgypt in- 
terim settlement with such urgen- 
ey and such velhkemenee, 

“The President reasons, the 
source explained, that the aller- 
native lo an ον πὶ setUement 
would be Geneva, which, given 
the parties' minimal peace terms, 
would almost inevilably end in 
fallure. Failure would bring 
stagnation; stagnation, war; and 
war a renewed Arub of] embargo. 
With U.S. dependence on im- 
ported ol] now at 22 per cent and 
stl rising, and with maasive un- 
employment and steep inflation 
still threatening the cconomy, 
President Ford cannot afford a 
renewed oi] embargo. Hence his 
determination to hive an Isracl- 
Egypt settlement, even if he must 
squeeze Israel a little in order to 
achieve it. 

Professor Robert W. Tucker 
agrees with this assesyment of Ad- 
ministration policy — though he 
by no means agrees with the 
policy. He, too, believes that oll is 
uppermoat In the minds of Ford 
and Kissinger when they ap- 
proach the Middle Eaat problem. 

“They profess to fear a super- 
power confrontation --- and, in- 
deed, for Kissinger such a con- 
frontation would be disastrous, 
since détente is all he has left..." 
But that fear, snys Tucker, Is 
secondary to thelr fear of an Arab 
oll embargo. 

Prof. Tucker, an international 
lawyer turned political scientiat, 
saw his name leap to international 
prominence last January in the 
wake of an urticle he published in 
"Commentary" entitled “OH; The 
Tasuc of American Intervention." 
He did not directly advocate an 
American military take-over of 
the Arablan coast of the Persian 
Gulf; he merely discussed tho 
feasibility of auch action and 
countered the military, moral, 
politica) and economic arguments 
that had been advianeed ayrainat it. 

Two duya after the piece 
@ppeared, ‘'Businesas Week'' 
published the famous Kissinger 
interview, in which the Scerelary 
warned that the U.S. would use 
force in tha event of {ts 
“atrangulation'’’ by the ofl 
producers. A similar warning was 
voiced by President Ford later in 
January, and there have been 
several subsequent statements by 
Messrs. Ford, Kissinger and 


Defence Secretary Schlesinger in 
the same vein, 


INTERVIEWED this week in

THEUSES 


America’s concern over the Middle East is rooted 
largely in fear of oil blackmail, says Prof. ROBERT 
W. TUCKER. He tells DAVID LANDAU how the U.S. 
could counter by holding out the prospect of force.

‘To Tucker, Unking the broader 
queatlon of oil to the specitics of 
the Arab-Jsracl conflict is mis- 
guided and, moreover, saps 
America's will to tackle the 
broader question. In a follow-up 
article on “Oil and Force" {n tho 
March issue of “Commentary” he 
wrote; 

"It ig unfortunate (the term 1s 
utterly Inadequate, though 1 can 
find no other) that the larger 
issues ralsed by the oll crisia can- 
not be discussed in isolation from 
the Arab-Israeli conflict, since 
{hese Issues have a tranacendent 
significance of their own and 
would have arisen In the absence 
of the State of Iarael. Those who 
view the Arab-Israeli conflict aa 
the princ!pal cause of, and accor- 
dingly the key to, the oil crisis 
betray nafveté and disregard — or 
ignorance — of contemporary 
history that can only be wondered 
at” 

The Administration's linking of 
the Middle East conflict to the ofl 
{saue is symptomatic of a wrong: 
neadedness which, Tucker 
charges, pervades the Ad- 
ministration’s whole approach to 
the jasue. 

“They have put thelr money on 
a bank of conservative states 
which they think they can keep 


. conservative," he says scornfulty.

‘Morcover, even now, under 


their conservative regimés, these ᾿ 
states — primarily Saud! Arabla 
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ahs 


and Iran — are by no means as 
cooperative with the U.S, as the 
Administration makes beliave. 
While the out-and-out radicals 
such as Algeria and Libya are 
“producing like mad," the Saudis, 
Tucker polnta out, have cut down 
thelr produotion from nearly nine 
million barrels a day to under alx. 
million, and they plan to cut down 
still further. The Saudis’ reputa- 
tion for “moderation,” fostered 
by Washington, is a myth, he 
asserts. ‘‘If the Saudia are 
‘moderates’ — who needs ex- 
tremistg.,.?” 

it is ““madness,“* he continues, 
for America to base its oll policy 
on states of this kind and to supply 
them with elaborate weapons 
systems, because ultimately these 
states' present — and potential ~ 
regimes are beyond Washington's 
control. 


TUCKER'S own solution is simply 
stated: ‘‘We muat build up U.8. 
military power in the Gulf,"’ Ag in 
hig articles, though, he stops short 
of actually advocating American 
armed intervention. : 
“My earlier essay,” he wrote in 
March, ‘was not a clarion call to 
go to war tomorrow." His afm In 
both articles was to provoke dis- 
cussion of the military option as 4 
realistic alternative, Even ‘his 
sharpest critics were careful-not 
to rule out the use of force ageinat 
the oi] states under any aqir- 
cumstances. The dispute between 
himself and his adversaries — 
whether or not they admitted it or. 
eyen realized it — waa in degree, 
‘not in kind, = 


“had the U.S. said ‘no’ to Iran and 
to the Saudis right at the start. 
“A firm ‘no’, spelt NO, with a 
Ine thrown in about ‘inealeuldble 
conscquences' would have been 
effective back in carly 1973, when 
the oll crisis was already un- 
mistakably shaping up. 
“Unfortunately, we gave clear 
Indications that we would do just 
the opposite. The Federal Govern- 
ment and the ol] companies com- 
misstoned studics durlng 1973 Lo 
determine the maximum price 
that America could afford to pay 
for its ofl, All the studies which 
were published pointed to a figure 
of between 89 and $11 per barrel." 
The Arabs' eventual choice of a 
figure within this range was 
neither arbitrary nor fortuitous, 
Tucker says. 
In the carly months following 


* the October boycott, the U.S. reac- 


tion was one of “stunned disbelief 
and considerable disarray."" The 
measures which the Administra- 
tlon did eventually initiate were 
too Iittlo and too late. The Inter- 
natjonal Energy Agency, with 118 
$25b. safety net to ald suffering 
allies, hag still today not been 
‘‘consummated.'' Domestic 
policies ‘‘could blunt'’ the oil 
weapon, but the Administration's 
efforts have been atymled by the 
Congress and there is basically 
‘no national will to take really 
drastic measures." 


PROF. TUCKDR dismisses the 
soothing prognoses that have been 
made by some experts with the 
effect of further lulling the U.S. 
and insulating public opinion from 
the magnitude and danger of the 
oli problem, He favours the more 
ominous soothsayers, 

The leading U.S. oll expert, 
Walter Levy, in his most recent 
estimate, forecast an oll revenue 
aurplus of some $450b. for the 
OPEC states by the ond of 1980. 
But even accepting a 1085 horren- 
dous estimate, says Tucker, .it 
cannot be denied that the oil 
producers will soon be able to 
‘shake the world economic 
system" at will, “They could 
throw Britain into panic tomorrow 
{f they wished, To assume that 
this wealth will not one day be 
translated into political power 18 
ridicutous," 

What is left for the U.S. to do at 
thig late stage? In addition to 
more cnergetic conservation 
measures, tho Administration 
could force the oi] companies not 
to cooperate with OPEC (''though 
I sometimes think it would be 
easier to invade the Gulf than to 
come to grips with the oil com: 
pantes.,."'). This would force. the 
oil-producing states to make their 
own direct allocations to con- 
sumera, and any boycott or dis- 
crimination would quickly be ex- 
posed. 

“Of course, thls asaumes,"’ 
Tucker says pointedly, ‘that we 
are ready to take tough action 
against discriminatory measures 
by a producer" — which, of 
course, is his point of departure. 

Tucker's examination of 
America’s military option in the 
Gulf {a in the nature of an exten- 
sion of his academic preoccupa- 
tion with the use of military power 
in general, and the growing 
restraints which modern con- 
ditions seem to be Imposing on it. 

Ideally, Tucker favours ἃ con- 
traction of U.S. commitments 
overseas and a greater shoulder- 
ing of the defence burden by the 
other centres of power in the 
Weat. 

"If the Europeans would make 
one-third of the effort the Israelis 
make — they'd positively terrify 
the Russians,” he declares. (But

itaelf, he: pointa out, its deterrent : 


strength would be “localized” and 


would not extend to the Middle 
East or to the Gulf.) 


THE WIDELY-HELD view that 
the use of foree Is ἃ deelining 
phenamenon in our world ‘'shoulc 
be taken with a large grain of 
salt,” Tucker advises. The Middle 
Bast offers one obvious proof of ita 
speciousness, but Tucker cites 
broader considerations ἰὼ in- 
validate thls theory. 

Some scholars have argued that 
nuclear power itself is ‘useless 
beenuse unusable,*’ Tucker 
believes it hay had, and continues 
to have, a major role of restraint 
and constraint upen policy. Some 
argue thal large states are 
nowadays loth to use force against 
smaller states because it offends 
the “egalitarian cthos'' and Is 
therefore unpopular. Tucker con- 
siders this theory, too, simplistic, 
and attributes it to the impact of 
the Vietnam war. 

But the reluctance to con- 
template the use of force haa 
affected the U.S. to only a limited 
degree, Tucker believes, as the 
Mayaguez incident — and public 
reaction to it in America — clear- 
ly showed. 

Public opinion in the U.S. he in- 
sists, has remained basically con- 
sistent In its attitude to the nse of 
force. There is ‘‘a large measure 
of public reliance on the Presiden- 
tial exercise of executive 
authority." There was not .much 
change in the initial reaction of 
the American people between 
Korea and Vietnam. 

Granted there was a significant 
weakening of anti-Communist 
feeling ΕΒ ἃ result of the détente,’ 
which Tucker traces back to the 
Johnson presidency. “It takes a 
sophisticated mind to sea that 
Soviet power docs still pose a 
threat — despite détente.” The 
problam has been aggravated by 
Nixon's — and Kissinger's --- In- 
tonsifying détentc, and extending 
it to China. 

But the opposition to the Viot- 
num war grew from within the 
mumeriecally smajl but vocal and 
articulate intelligentsia, says 
Tucker. It fed on America's in- 
abllity to win a military victory 
and swalled into a national con- 
scnsus agalnat the war bocause of 
“an axiomatic pubile reaction to 
an expenditure of blood and 
treagure"’ which was patently not 
producing the desired results, 

The post-Viectnam trauma, with 
its instinctive recoil from the 
thought of an overseas involvo- 
ment, could well be a passing 
phase, Tucker cautions, It need 
not necessarily spell a permanent 
American reluctance to use force 
abroad again in similar cir- 
cumstances. 


HE ACCUSHS Kissinger of 
allowing his policy of dual détente 
to stagnate In recent years. The 
breakthrough to China in 1971-2 
wos never adequately followed 
up, he charges. The criticism is 
levelled directly at the Secretary, 
since Nixon was effectively 
paralysed by Watergate during 
1973-4, 

An adequate follow-up should 
have included a pointed abandon- 
ment of Taiwan after Chiang Kai- 
shek's death, Tucker bellevea. 
This would have facilitated a 
closer U.S.-China relationship — 
and left the Soviets feeling con- 
siderably more uncomfortable. 
The result: further constraints 
upon Soviet adventuriam in such 
areas as the Middic East. The yn- 
derlying thesis of the dual détente 
-was to have been a “‘subtie pay- 
chological” play-off of the Soviets. 
Kissinger, however, Tucker says, 
has not exploited the opportunities 
but has let them slide. |. 
And tho. results ate eviderit’ 
everywhere. Ne de

There is no 
point in postponing this argument 
for two or three years, and then to 
resunie It under worse strategic 
conditions, (i.e, after another 
withdrawal). Our position will 
then be less good for negotiating, 
and also jess good for war. 

"Y don't belleve in ‘gaining 
time’. We are not being given a 
holiday from war in the meantime 
— the events in Zion Square prove 
that.” 


BUT HOW do you talk peace? 
There [5 8 theory that you cannot 
in fact get any stability with 
Egypt without making some kind 
of settlement with the Syrians as 
well. Of course the price demand- 
ed by the Syrians might be too 
high — ἃ return to the gun 
emplacements on the steep hills of 
the Golan Heights overlooking the 
Kinneret. 

But the plecemeal system is not 
so much a way to peace as A ruse 
that will take us to, say, the out-

TWO SEPARATE atorles — one a 
romantic desert tale, the other the 
saga of Potah Tikva — are told in 
alternate chapters of Haparush 
min Hamidber sam ἸῺ WIE Ὁ 
Yigal Ben Natan (‘The Rider 
from the Wilderness,"’ Tel Aviv, 
Am Oved, 200pp., Illustrated by 
Ora Eitan), and then come 
together in the great climax of 
the final chapter. 

Rivers of blood flow, numerous 
steeds rear and neigh, eyes glitter 
fiercely and swords are swiftly 
drawn, in the story of Daood Ibn- 
Yussuf and his long journey up the 
Arablan peninsula to Damascus to 
recover his stolen mare.

THE TITLE of The Holocawst: A 
History of Courage and 
Resistance, by Bea Stadtter 
(N.Y., Behrman House, 210pp., 
$4.50, illustrated by David Stone 
Martin) is wrong. The Holocaust 
Is not a history of courage and 
resistance. In other words, it 
seems to me that any book intend- 
ed as an introduction to the 
Holocaust for children of 10-14 
who know little or nothing about it 
falsifies the picture — and 
belittles the subject — if it places 
the emphasis on “courage and 
resistance" instead of on horror 
and suffering. We must certainly 
“tell it to our sons” as the Tora 
and the Haggada bid us do. We 
must not as it were apologize for 
the Nazis' victima tand insult 
their memory) by dwelling on the 
courage and resiatance of the few, 
but must tell what happened tothe 
many, and explain as best we can 
how it could have happened. 

This book is neverthelesa 
welcome for ‘'telling it" at all. Et 
contains a number of good 
chapters, e.g., the one on the 
Judenrat, if also quite a few inac- 
curacies, sweeping statements, 
and unhappy phrasings. The 
narrative ig interspersed with 
brief passages of documentary 
evidence, such ag a few lines from 
a diary, the text of a German 
decree, etc. Each chapter con- 
cludes with "Things to think 
about." I squirmed a little when I 
firat saw that, but the questlons in- 
cluded under this heading are 
among the best things In the book, 
forcing the young reader really to 
“think about" what he has read, 
use his Imagination, avoid haaty 
moral Judgements, place the 
events he has been reading about 
In a frame of reference he can un- 
derstand, Indeed, the problems 
are so intricate that the author oc- 
easionally, and rightly, phrases 
them so as to nudge her reader 
towards the answer.

Treasure trove 


ISRAEL TELEVISION has un- 
doubtedly discovered invaluable 
treasure in the Idea of staging a
